that purpose it is mado tha duty of tho 
olerk of every city, Tillage or town, on a 
request being made to him in writing 
mgned by at least twelve qualified voters 
ot such city, village or town, and speci- 
fying the purpose for which suck special 
election is to be held, give notice of a 
special election, for that purpose in tho 
manner provided Jor giving ueneral elec- 
tions; such special election shall be held 
on tho third Tuesday of September, and 
no other question shall be submi ted to 
tho electors at tho same time, and no 
such special 
election shall b3 held 


oftener than once in three years. The 
election shall be hold at tho placo aud 
conducted by tho offioora and tho result 
canvassed in the same njancer, mj pro- 
vided for general elections. At such 
special election in towns whero tbo sum 
to bo paid for license is liied at $100, tho 
electors may increase such sum to either 
$350or SiOO.os they may determine; and 
10 all cities, villages and towns wherein 
the sum to be paid for license is S200, 
the electors may increase it to S330 
or $500 ns they may determine. 


The sum receiving the highest number 


of votes at such election shall bo held to 
be the sum to be paid for such license to 
sell liquors within such city, village or 
town for the three years succeeding tho 
first Tuesday n, May next thereafter. If 
tho highest amount to bo voted for shall 
not receive n plurality of the votes cast, 
then tho votes cast tor such highest 
amount shall bo considered as having 
been capt for the next lower amount, and 
Bhkll bo so counted. Tho license shall 
bo paid annually in May as under th° 
present system.

At l):15 
o'clock Sonator Stanford wont away, and as 
ho was about to get into his carriage lie was 
surrounded by nonrly 100 persons who had 
been watching tho houso from tho opposite 
side ot the street. 


Tho crowd which was clustered at tho bot- 


tom of tho stops of Gen. Grant's houso made 
many think that the crisis had arrived, and

Tho senior senator from tho lilue 
Oriiiu region evidently means business, as 
ho fays bo will voto against Pearson if it ia 
tho last voto ho has.

however, while It may canse delay, cannot 
defeat Pearson's confirmation. 


On account of this expected,outbreak in 


tho Democratic ranks, Republican senators 
are disposed to bo very conservative in tha 
matter of confirming nominations, and be- 
yond resisting tho displacement of good of- 
ficers with fixed terms, it is not thought 
that they will in any way delay prompt ac- 
tion on nominations. It is possible there may be 
some littlo discufflion and opposition from 
tho majority on tho nomination of John T. 
McGraw to be internal rovonuo collector in 
West Virginia, somo members of tho ma- 
jority entertaining the opinion that Samuol 
P. McCormick, who has boon in ofSco but n. 
short time, should cot bo disturbed. There 
doei not at this time appear, however, to be 
iufflclont strength to defeat JlcGraw.
